Soon after the beginning of the 
trouble in Beaufain street, blue- 
jackets are accused of raiding two 
shooting galleries. They are re- 
ported to have used these small cal- 
iber repeating rifles indiscriminate- 
ly until midnight, proceeded up 
town and, as they went up King 
treet, wrecked a colored barber 
shop. An army officer and a naval 
officer who happened along, took an 
active hand here and compelled the 
bluejackets to leave.

President Wilson will personally

This was announced in high quar- 
ters today in connection with the 
instructions which Chancellor 
Scheidemann has given the German 
plenipotentiaries at Versailles’ to 


address a note to the allies com- 
paring the terms of the treaty with 
the fourteen points and making a 
counter proposal for verbal negotia- 
ions.

GERMANY’S REPLY 
TO BE A PROPOSAL

Berlin, May 10.—Germany’s reply 
to the terms of peace presented at 
Versailles on Wednesday will be a 
proposal “for a peace of right on 
the basis of a lasting peace of the 
nations,” according to a proclama- 
tion to the German people 
here today by President Ebert. 

The proclamation says the treaty 
would “deliver German labor to 
foreign capitalism for the indignity 
of wage slavery and permanently 
fetter the young German republic.” 

The proclamation closes with an 
appeal to the German people to 
Stand together, “knowing no par- 
ties” and to “preserve With the gov- 
ernment mutual trust in the path 
of duty in the belief of the triumph 
of reason and right.’ 

Text of Proclamation. 

The text of the proclamation fol- 
lows: 

“The first reply of the allies to 
the sincere desire for peace on the 
part of our starving people was 
the laying down of the uncommonly 
hard armistice conditions. The Ger- 
man people, having laid down their 
arms, honestly observed all the ob- 
ligations of the armistice, hard as 
they were. Notwithstanding this, 
our opponents for six months have 
continued the war by maintaining 
the blockade.. The German people 
bore all these burdens, trusting in 
the promise given by the allies in 
their note of November 8 that the 
peace would be a peace of right on 
the basis of President Wilson's 
fourteen points.” 

“Instead of that, the allies have 
now given us peace terms which are 
in contradiction to the promise 
given. It is unbearable for:the Ger- 
man people and is impracticable, 
even if we put forth all our powers. 
Violence without measure would be 
done to the German people... From 
such an imposed peace fresh hatred 
would be bound to arise between 
the nations and in the course of 
history there would be new wars. 
The world would be obliged to bury

New York, May 10.—(Special.)—

Known At the Front.

One Million—Transport 
Is Speeded. 


Washington, May 19.—Demobiliza- 
tion of the war army has passed the 
two-million mark, General March, 
chief of staff, announced today, and 
the number of troops returned from 
France now exceeds one million. 

The movement from France dur- 
ing the month of April totaled 303,- 
178. General March /gaid that the 


acceleration of the official sched- 
ule is proceeding to the point where 
it seems certain that the official 


estimate of 310,000 per month will 
be reached and exceeded. 

Official estimates of the general 
staff show that a continuation of 
the present rate of transporting 
troops from France will result in 
the reduction by August 1 of the 
American force in France and Ger- 
many to 225,924 officers and men, 


' Including combat and service of sup- 


ply troops, marine detachments and 
the navy personnel attached to the 


-army. 


There has been no change in the 
war department’s plan for with- 
drawing the American troops from 
northern Russia, General March, 
chief of staff, said today, and it is 
expected that all of them will be 
out by June. General March said, 
however, that he had no recent of- 
icial dispatches regarding the move- 
ment.

“We were forewarned that city 
hall crowd would be on hand to try 
and stop the meeting because they 
feared for their jobs. We did not 
care how many came, but we did ob- 
ject to the manner in which they 
acted. Their reasoning that a police- 
man should be paid as much as a 
school] teacher shows how high they 
place the value of the education of 
Atlanta men and women. The meet- 
ing was the biggest boost the city 
has ever had for a change. The vot- 
ers heard three representatives of 
the present system and each was 
weaker than the other, stalling for 
time in an effort to come back into 
political favor.” 

Mr. Dabney further declared that 
those who have banded together for 
a change in the city government 
were very optimistic on the subject. 
“We have not made up our minds 
what form is the best government, 
we want it debated and learn just 
what the people want,” continued 
Mr. Dabney. “I cannot for the life 
of me see why the city hall crowd 
is worrying over the fact that we 
are trying to give the people less 
noise and more light.” 


Have Pledged Support. 


Mr. Dabney and the men allied 
with him in the series of educa- 
tional meetings, declare that since 
the meeting of Friday night, which 
resulted in a near riot, many have 
sent letters pledging their support 
to public meetings or attending 
conferences at which ways and 
means will be considered as to how 
Atlanta can be rescued from its 
present financial difficulties. 

The committee will hold an exec- 
utive meeting on Monday night, at 
which committees from every ward 
in the city will be selected to com- 
mence organizing the “‘Change Your 
Charter” clubs in every ward. 
When these clubs are in full swing, 
public rallies will be held and a 
mass meeting staged at the Audi- 
torium. 

Speakers from other cities gov- 
erned by various forms have been in- 
vited to come to Atlanta and tell 
their ideas of some new style of 
government, as compared with the 
old charter, under which Atlanta 
is now working. Many have con- 
sented, and a list of meetings will 
soon be announced.

And it is wel] known that 
the manufacture of pearls by worke 
men who know no union, is more 
than 700 years old in the land of 
Confucius. 

Though sometimes called “artiftle 
Pearls, the expression is en« 
tirely wrong, because the pearls thug 
produced by the almond eyed celes- 
tials are entirely natural in struce 
material and method of cone 
struction. The Chinaman merely 
bosses the job. 

Aneclent Art. 

Long before Christopher Colure 
bus discovered America, the Chinese 
had learned the origin and struce 
ture of pearls, and it is entirely pose 
sible that some of the jewels pawne 
ed by Queen Isabella to finance Coe 
lumbus, came from “far Cathay® 
from patient oysters working under 
the direction of a Chinaman. 

When a grain of sand, or a hard 
foreign body accidentally enters the 
shell of an oyster, the indignang 
bivalve pre ds to cover it with 
multitudinous layers of protective 
excretion which in due time becomes 
a pearl.

~ AND HIS BANKER 


Their Credit Relations as 
Seen Through a Bank- 
er’s Eyes. 

“We bankers are human, even if 
some of you business men think 
otherwise. Now, the truth of it is 


that the banker is a good business 


man. Regard for the law and his 
depositors, to say nothing of his 
own financial welfare, demands that 
he exercise good judgment in place 
of sympathy when the average mer- 
chant asks a loan. 

“Don’t think that we chuckle 
fiendishly when you need money to 
pay your notes or the interest on 
a mortgage, and have to come to 
us. Don’t call us ugly names bhe- 
cause we happen to refuse the favor. 
It’s all in the interest of good 
business. Personally, I might like 
ever so well to make a loan to Jones 
or Thompson, who are neighbors and 


friends, but if I am convinced that 
'it would be poor business, friend- 


ship must not count beyond a cer- 


‘tain point. To grant loans in some 


cases would work positive injury to 
the borrower, as well as to the bank, 
for borrowing often teaches bad 
habits. 

“Many retail merchants cannot 
understand why bankers’ are so 
strict—why financial statements are 
demanded and why many of these 
are unsatisfactory. The answer is 
that not all retail merchants are 
good business men. They do not 
possess enough information abeut 


their business to make up a reliable | 
statement, as a rule, If they can-| 
not show sufficient cause why they | 
should be trusted with a loan, wiiy |. 


should these merchants blame the 
banker? 

“The day of loose business meth- 
ods is passing fast. Margins of 
profit are drawing closer and closer, 
so that it is necessary to do more 
figuring and better managing to 
find a profit. Besides, retail busi- 
nesses are becoming so complex as 
to stock and seasons and discounts 
that much greater efficiency 1s 
needed today than grandfather 
needed in his general store twenty 
years ago. 

“That is why the banker asks a 
business-like statement and one 
that he can rely upon. No guess- 
work will do. The retail merchant 
might fool himself about his pres- 
ent worth and profits, but it is not 
so easy with the banker, who 
doesn’t figure profits until he takes 
them and who doesn’t carry dead 
stock and dead accounts on his 
books year after year. 

“Whom should a banker trust? 
That depends on a number of 
things. The merchant may have a 
rating in Bradstreet’s or some oth- 
er credit bureau. The banker may 
have had dealings with him before, 
There may be security or references 
to look up. A number of things will 
go to help the banker, as well as 
the wholesaler or any other bus!- 
ness man, decide whether a certain 
applicant should be accommodated. 

“This much is true in all cases, 
however. The retail merchant can 
do nothing better than to submit a 
periodical financial statement to his 
banker, his wholesalers and jobbers 
and to selected mercantile agencies. 
Frankness, absolute frankness and 
honesty, will pay in the great ma- 
jority of cases, and will serve to 
give the applicant a better rating 
than he would otherwise be able to 


et. 

" “It is safe to say that there are 
many merchants who do not enjoy 
the high rating they deserve. This 
is because they do not take advant- 
age of their cash discounts anw be- 
cause they are not able to furnish a 
financial statement that does them 
justice. 

“Credit is a thing to be jealously 
protected. Good credit enables a 
merchant to buy where otherwise 
cash would be demanded. It ob- 
tains favors and ‘good buys’ from 
salesmen and their houses. Reput- 
able wholesalers and manufacturers

This brilliant author was born in 
Valencia of Aragonese parents, his 
father being proprietor of a dry 
goods shop. He was ambitious for 
his young son, however, and gave 
him a university education, select- 
ing law for his profession. But in- 
stead of practicing law Ibanez en- 
tered journalism shortly after grad- 
uation. 

But his life did not flow in smooth 
channels at any time. He was a 
born rebel against things as they 
are. Even at the age of eighteen 
years he was imprisoned for writing 
an anti-government sonnet, and he 
was frequently in exile and in the 
intervals he founded a republican 
newspaper “El Pueblo,’ “The Peo- 
ple,” of which he is still editor. 

In 1890 Ibanez took refuge in 
Paris, in 1892 he was forced to flee 
again, this time he landed in Italy. 
It was several years before he was 
able to return to Valencia where he 
turned his attention to novel writ- 
ing, and at the present time his 
original works amount to twenty- 
two—sixteen novels, three volumes 
of short stories and three books of 
travel. “‘The Four Horsemen” is 
his first great book on the war. His 
works are being translated into 


French, Polish, Russian, English, | 


Bohemian, ete. A new novel which 
he is. planning is to be called “The 
Enemies of Women,” and will be of 
special interest as it will bring in 
what he has called “the disinter- 
ested and romantic intervention of 
the United States” in the war. 
Ibanez is indeed a politician. It 
was politics that brought him into 
prominence. Politics sent him into 
exile, and also gave him a place in 
the cortez, He is a dynamic writer 
and each expression froin his pen 
is a master stroke.

First Lieutenant Charles §. Harrison, 

328th Infantry (Deceased). 

On September 13, 1918, north of Ponte 
a-Mousson, France, Lieutenant Harrison, 
while leading his platoon in a daylight raid 
on the defenses of the enemy near Norroy, 
France, encountered a much superior force 
of the enemy who were entrenched in 
well fortified positions. However, Lieuten- 
ant Harrison, undaunted. led his men for- 
ward in the attack in the face of heavy 
machine gunfire, exposing himself without 
thought or regard for his safety, and by so 
doing inspired his men with his spirit of 
bravery and fearlessness, enabling them to 
accomplish their mission, although at the 
sacrifice of his own life.

LL days are mothers’ days, but this is the 
mothers’ day that gives occasion for the 
homage of a nation. 

There was a saying in France that in the moment 
of his wounding the British soldier thought first of 


his sweetheart, the French soldier thought first of his’ 


wife, the American soldier thought first of his mother. 
All such generalizations are likely to be fanciful, but 
the suggestion as to the American boy certainly does 
not go very far astray. 

There are a thousand stories like that of Chaplain 
Kelly of the Twenty-seventh Division, who picked up 
from the battlefield a letter that had fallen from a 
boy’s hand. The simple lines run like this: 

“My Dear Mother—I am writing this letter on the 
field, and I got wounded while fighting for Old Glory. 
I was wounded three times. God bless you and the 
girls. Pray hard for me. Tell Kitty that I love her 
and am always thinking of her and you. God bless 
you ali till we meet in heaven. Your Loving Son.” 

Some of the most beautiful after-the-war stories 
relate not only to the mother of the soldier but to the 
mother of the soldier’s children. Young mothers and 
older mothers—this is their day. This is the hour 
of the salute. This is the hour of the publicly 
spoken word. 

This is the day set apart by the Chairman of the 
people as a day on which to give expression, in the 
pulpit and in the home, with words, with deeds, with 
symbols, to the sentiment of honor more widely recog- 
nized than any other single sentiment of civilization. 
It is the sentiment that sets apart those who build 
from those who destroy, those who look up from those 
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who look down, those who are big enough to cherish 
and to give from those who clutch and revile. It may 
be that they will some time have a Mothers’ Day in 
Russia. Just now the natural thought does not seem 
to have this emphasis, but the feeling of reverence, 
the sense of the fundamental, behind the homage to 
motherhood must indispensably mark the sane and 
progressive state. If the last thought of the dying 
is not the first thought of the living something has 
gone wrong with the philosophy of life. 

Mothers’ Day, an idea conceived by Miss Anna 
Jarvis of Philadelphia, has been fixed in the conscious- 
ness of the nation. The conception had no merely 
national reservation. “Every part of the world” is 
written in the plan. Thus it enters the ranks of thoss 
modern ideas unfenced by local limit—in these days 
even the national can seem “local” The ambition of 
the founder and those who have co-operated with her 
has been to give to the vision a world size. The sec- 
ond Sunday in May has thus neither racial, national 
or denominational restrictions. It is for everywhere 
that mothers may be. 

One of the symbols of Mothers’ Day is a white 
flower—the white carnation was widely singled out 
last year. But “your mother’s favorite” stands high 
as a choice. And so a white flower on the second 
Sunday of May will mean the same thing in France 
that it means jn America. The day was observed un- 
der very impressive conditions a year ago in France, 
where it could have, and does have today, a peculiar 
and profound setting. Many an American mother's 
thoughts are turned toward those pathetic mounds 
in the fields of France. The spirit of that thought 
may well: be considered at such an hour. 
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PARIS, April 10.—The trormal appeal of 
the so-called “Provisional Government of 
the Irish Republic” for recognition by the 
peace conference and the right to give its 
adhesion to the covenant of the League of 
Nations, just received by Premier Clémen- 
ceau and all the delegates to the Peace 
Conference, has caused considerable dis- 
cussion in unofficial circles in Paris. The 
appeal was sent in the form of a letter 
written by Sean O’Ceallaigh, the Paris 
delegate of the newest republic. While 
cabled summaries probably have reached 
American readers, the full text of the let- 
ter is especially interesting to those who 
are following the course of the Irish ques- 
tion. 

Fall Text of Irish Appeal. 

The following is the full text of the Iet- 
ter setting forth Ireland’s claims for 
recognition as a separate state and ad- 
mission to the League of Nations:— 

“Sir:—On behalf of the Irish nation, 
whose accredited representative I am, I 
beg to draw your attention and through 
you the attention of the peace conference 
to the following statement with regard to 
Ireland :— 

“Treland is a nation which has exercised 
the right of self-determination in harmony 
with the principles formulated by Presi- 
dent Wilson and accepted by the bellig- 
erents as the only sure foundation for a 
world peace. It is not only in the past 
that Ireland, generation after generation, 
has striven by force of arms as well as 
by all pacific means to regain her na- 
tional freedom. At the general election 
last December the issue, and the only 
issue, placed before the Irish people was 
the independence of their country, and by 
a majority of more than three to one the 
representatives elected by the constitu- 
tional machinery of the ballot box are 
pledged to the abolition of English rule 
in Ireland. 

“In.none of the small nationalities with) 
which the peace conference has hitherto 
occupied itself is the unanimity of the 
people so great, in none has the national 
desire for freedom been asserted so un- 
mistakably and with so much emphasis. 

“Following upon the general clection an 
Irish national assembly has met, an Irish 
republic has been constituted and pro- 
claimed to the world, a president has been 
appointed, and with him ministers to di- 
rect different departments of state, a pro- 
gramme of domestic policy has _ been 
issued and an appeal has been addressed 
to the nations of the world to recognize 
the free Irish state that has thus been 
recalled to life. But while the national 
will has been declared and the mechanism 
of free government is ready, the former 
is being stifled and the latter paralyzed 
by England’s ruthless exercise of military 
power. 

“The President is a fugitive; the Irish 
Parliament is forced to conduct its busi- 
ness in secret; the most elementary civil 
rights are abrogated; court martials are 
sitting at every centre, and the jails are 
filled with prisoners, victims of every bru- 
tality and indignity, whose only offence 
is that they have sought the freedom of 
their native land. It is in these circum- 
stances that the Irish nation, through me, 
addresses the peace conference. 


British Rale Denonanced. 


‘“Treland manifestly comes within the 
scope'of the principles that have been in- 
dorsed by the civilized nations, and it is 
for the application of these principles that 
the peace conference is now sitting. Ire- 
land is weak: England is strong. Ireland 
in every possible way has asserted her 
right to freedom, which England, by sheer 
militarism, is intent now as always in the 
Tt is only by the exercise 
of tyrannical power that Ireland’s right to 
freedom can be denied. It is to the great 
principle of national freedom, represented 
and embodied in the peace conference, 
that Ireland. exhausted by the cruelties of 
English rule, her population annihilated 
by one-half within living memory, her in- 
dustries destroyed, her natural resources 
wasted, her civil liberties ended, her 
chosen leaders proscribed and treated as 
felons, now makes her appeal. 

“Article 10 of the draft covenant of the 
League of Nations is framed to secure 
national independence against the aggres- 
sion of an external power. Its terms are 
as follows:— 

‘The high contracting Powers under- 
take to respect and preserve as against 
external aggression the territorial in- 
tegrity and existing political inde- 
pendence of all states members of the 
league. In case of any such aggression 
or in case of any threat or danger of 
gzuch aggression the Executive Council 
shall advise upon the means by which 
this obligation shall be fulfilled. 


Freedom Now or Never. 

“Treland, as a nation that has declared 
its independence and is pledged to the 
principles of freedom, justice and peace, 
desires to subscribe to the covenant of the 
league and to claim as against England 
the protection of Article 10. I submit to 
the conference with profound respect that 
Ireland's claim is clear and cannot with 
any shadow of justice be refused. Should 
it be rejected the consequences would be 
as follows:— 

‘y Ireland henceforth must rely for her 
deliverance wholly upon her own efforts. 
No such rule has been laid down with re- 
gard to any other of the smaller nation- 
alities whose emancipation has been made 
the care of the conference. 

“9 Nations which never have denied the 
right of Ireland to freedom will deprive 
themselves for the future of the power of 
countenancing her claim and will in con- 
sequence be bound for the first time in 
history to leave her unaided to her own 
resources as indicated in the preceding 
paragraph. 

“g. Article 10 will impose upon al! na- 
tions, as a condition of membership of 
the league, the obligation to guarantee to 
Great Britain a title to the possession of 
Ireland and dominion over the Irish people. 

“Against the imposition of such slavery 
upen Ireland, and especially against the 
giving of such a guarantee of title to 
Great Britain, I enter on behalf of the 
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PARIS, April 7.—Each succeeding day 
for the last month has been the anni- 
versary of what the French call ‘‘dolorous 
events,”’ because the Huns were hammer-

Imagine the infinite care and treat- 
ment necessary to handle each of the 
several hundred pressing questions just 
right—in such a way that there may not 
be a war at some early or late date to 
definitely settle them.

“Look at the newspapers just now. 
Every title is a question. Every phrase 
ends with an interrogation mark. Is Ger- 
many sincere? What is to be done for 
Alsace? What will be the fate of German 
Austria? How are we to pay off our war 
debts? How are we to recover our Rus- 
sian loans? Is the cost of living to de- 
crease? 
“In every line one questions. There are 
no more assertions. A peremptory aphor- 
ism is no longer dared. There is more re- 
serve. 
“The interrogation point used in such 
great numbers is depressing, it is condu- 
cive to pessimism. It develops bad tem- 
per. The readers’ thoughts cannot spring 
up. They cannot have faith in our ef- 
forts. During the war, even the most 
alarming minutes of the war, the interro- 
gation point never dared to appear. No 
one wrote:—‘Will they pass” or ‘Sha!l we 
have them,’? but they wrote:—‘They shall 
not pass’! and ‘We will have them’! 
“We must seek to exterminate this ba- 
cillus at its source. The typefounders 
have continued to make the interrogation 
point in vast quantities. They must be 
stopped. There is a punctuation crisis in 
France. As long as the ‘interrogation 
point, which is the exclamation point 
withered and shrivelled up, continues to} 
flourish the field of French thought will, 
remain barren.’”’

Britain's Title Military Force. 


“Great Britain's title to Ireland rests 
solely upon ‘the military power of a nation 
to determine the fortunes of a people over 
whom they have no right to rule except 
the right of force.’ 

“The combined guarantee of such a title 
against the declared protest of Ireland 
would constitute a definite denial of ‘the 
principle of justice to all peoples and na- 
tionalitios and their right to live on equal 
terms of liberty and safety with one an- 
other, whether strong or weak,’ and with- 
out the acceptance of that principle ‘no 
part of the structure of international jus- 
tice can stand.’ 

“The guarantee of such a title would be 
subversive of ‘the reign of law based upon 
the consent of the governed and sustained 
by the organized opinion of mankind.’ 

“The guarantee of such a title would 
constitute recognition of the right of a 
strong power to serve its own material 
interest and advantage through the exer- 
tise of its ‘exterior influence and mastery.’ 

“The guarantee of such a title would 
give Great Britain a warrant to make a 
nation weaker than herself ‘subject to her 
purposes and interests.’ It would confirm 
the claim of Great Britain to rule and 
dominate the people of Ireland, ‘even in 
ber own internal affairs by arbitrary and 
irresponsible force.’ 

“Any guarantee, under Article 10, of 
territorial integrity and political inde- 
pendence as affecting Ireland, can rightly 


her northern neighbor, Esthonia, Lithu- 
ania has been carrying on a difficult war- 
fare against the Bolsheviki on her eastern 
border, after having driven them back 
from the coast of the Baltic Sea to Mitau 
and the Dvina River. Treacherovs Ger- 
man troops about ten days ago attempted 
a diversion in their rear by seizing the 
port of Libau, but British war ships were 
on the watch and landed men and the 
situation was restored. 

Lithuania has aspirations for complete 
independence. She does not want to form 
part of Germany, Russia or Poland. She 
had a racial affinity with the Borussi in 
East Prussia, who were practically ex- 
terminated by the Teutonic knights and 
from whom the Prussians stole their very 
name. The Lithuanians still call East 
Prussia “Tithuania Minor.” Regarding 
Russia, for centuries their cruel oppres- 
sor, they have no feeling of kinship and 
have no racial affinity. Neither do they 
wish to join Poland now, although when 
they did voluntarily unite with Poland 
both nationalities reached their highest 
prosperity, justifying the saying that 
“union makes strength,” the motto that 
two different races in Western Europe, 
the Flemish and the Walloons, adopted 
when they established the government of 
Belgium. 


Prey of Forcign Landlords. 


Religious differences as well as racial 
probably play a part in this politica] an- 
tagonism between the Letts, Lithuanians 
and Poles, for many of the former are 
Lutherans and the latter largely Catholic. 
The land question has something to do 
with it also, for there were large estates 
held by Poles in the interior, while nearer 
the coast German barons owned practi- 
cally all the country and eagerly wel- 
comed the Kaiser’s armies when they in- 
vaded Russia. ‘The Lithuanians, who are 
an agricultural people, until recent years 
were not allowed exclusive possession of 
the land on which they lived. No one 
could call his farm his own. 

Both the Lithuanians and the kindred 
Letts were serfs to foreign nobles, who 
charged them so much for living in the 
and where they were born that all the 
proceeds of their labor beyond a miserable 
subsistence went to support in luxury 
those who did nothing but simply owned 
the soil. Even the Russians saw that 
such a system of tenant farming—which is 
increasing rapidly, by the way, in this 
country—was economically injurious to 
the state, and tried to prevent the land 
owners from evicting their tenants and 
raising their rents. Finally in 1861 the Em- 
peror Alexander II. issued his emancipa- 
tion decree abolishing serfdom. 

Peasants were freed from enforced labor 
and given a share of their former holdings, 
the state recompensed the landlords and 
the tenant farmers had to redeem the 
amount in partial payments extended over 
a period of years. But, as in Germany, 
the share awarded to the peasants was 
so small that the landlords were not great- 
ly disturbed in their predominance and 
made a good income from their estates 
by the help of agricultural laborers. Un- 
just distribution of land, like that in 
France before the revolution of 1789, was 
the cause of much of the Bolshevism in 


inure only to the benefit of the people 
of Ireland themselves.

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Asia Minor and who fought against 
Nineveh, Babylon and Egypt. Next they 
are traced through Cappadocia and Troy, 
and so across the Bosphorus into Thrace, 
all by place-names explicable in the Lithu- 
anian language. ’ 

Philologists say that this language most 
resembles Sanscrit. It is more like Latin 
than Celtic or German and contains many 
Slavic words and forms from long as- 
sociation with the Slavs after they had 

South of that river, 
they were known as 
Dacians, the tribes who long withstood 
the Roman legions. Their kinsmen, the 
Getae, joined with the Dacians in this 
resistance. Later the Dacians, it is said, 
settled on the upper Niemen, where they 
were called Dzukal, and the Getae reached 
the lower Vistula and became ancestors 
of the Borussi. 

This is largely legendary and specula- 
tive. What is definitely known is that 
in the tenth century the Letts were set- 
tied in the northern part of Courland, ‘oc- 
cupying a region north of a line from 
the Baltic Sea just above Libau, running 
eastward across the Dvina to Drissa and 
thence northerly to Lake Peipus, their 
northern boundary being a line from Gut- 
mansbach, on the Gulf of Riga, to the 
southern end of Lake Peipus, near Pskov. 
The Lithuanians and Borussi were further 
South, reaching along the Baltic beyond 


Lithuanians claim, 


Elbing nearly to the Vistula, then back 
to the bend of the Niemen and northeast 
to the Dvina. 


This is not far from the present day 
boundary of the Lithuanian-Lettish race, 
the chief change being the absorption by 
East Prussia of Elbing and Koenigsberg, 
because the Teutonic Knights almost ex- 
terminated the Borussi, leaving only a 
very thin screen along the southern bank 
of the Niemen east of Tilsit and from that 
city to the Baltic coast. Part of this 
southern boundary is in dispute with the 
Poles. 

Grodno, Vilna and Suwalki, three Rus- 
sion provinces in question, were parts of 
old Lithuania, but are now inhabited 
largely by Poles, who form from fifty to 
seventy-five per cent of the population in 
some districts, according to ethnological 
maps issued by Dr. Eugene Romer, pro- 
fessor of geography in the University of 
Lemberg in 1916. If historical considera- 
tions prevail with the peace congress, 
which I do not think likely, these districts 
would become part of the new Litunanian 
state. On the other hand, if ethnical rea- 
sons predominate, Poland will get all three 
regions. 


History versus Racial Claims, 


But if the latter: prevail, it is argued, 
Eastern Galicia would go to the Ukraine, 
except the cities which are Polish. So the 
Poles are between the devil of the Ukraine 
and the deep sea of Lithuania. The 
Ukrainians represent a majority of the in- 
habitants of Eastern Galicia. ‘The Poles 
are in the majority in the large towns. If 
ethnical considerations rule, Przemys! and 
Lemberg would each be another Fiume, 
subject of never-ending. disputes. If his- 
torical reasons govern in the one case, they 
should in both, which would make Vilna, 
Grodno and Suwalki Lithuanian. 

As a matter of fact the ‘peace congress, I 
have been informed, has awarded Vilna 
and Grodno to Poland. This probably will 
be highly unsatisfactory to the Lithu- 
anians. There must be a compronise, 
and now would be a good occasion to 
make it, when the Bolsheviki have been 
driven out by the Poles from all the ter- 
ritory east of the Niemen as far as the 
railway line from: Lida to Vilna. The 
Lithuanians are co-operating further 
north, attacking on a line between Kovno 
and Mitau, while the Esthonians are 
pushing eastward around Lake Peipus and 
the Allies are coming down from the Mur- 
mansk coast of the Arctic Ocean along the 
railway leading to Petrograd. 

While the RBolsheviki are thus being 
weakened in the west it is time to estab- 
lish a strong barrier against their threat- 
ened advance into Central Europe. Three

Pears the most sensible solution. The 
Polish Premier suggests that the three 
|States form a federation, each one having 
its own government, its own administra- 
| tion, its own language and complete free- 
dom of religion, but all three to be united 
In a defensive and offensive alliance. 
‘Such a course would doubtless meet the 
|approval of the League of Nations. 

Then, too, there is the question of num- 
ibers. Lithuanians make most extraor- 
.dinary claims as to population, and these 
have been further exaggerated by Amer- 
lean writers, some of whom credit the 
;}country with 6,000,000 inhabitants, which 
is nearly 200,000 more than the most ex- 
treme assertions made by the Lithuanian 
National Council in this country. To reach 


this figure they include districts in East| 


Prussia which are largely German and 
also Suwalki, which was part of Russian 
Poland, besides Grodno and Vilna. 

With these three provinces only the 
population would be 4,833,006: without 
them it would be less than two millions. 
In this connection it is worth noting that 
a map published in Stockholm in the in- 


terests of the Lithuanians does not claim 
a Lithuanian majority in the three regions 
mentioned. If these are awarded to 
Poland, as I believe they will be, and if 
Courland, which is really Lettish, be added 
to Lithuania the latter state would have 
about 2,800,000 inhabitants. However, 
these are n.atters for the League of Na- 
tions to settle, as the peace congress has 
decided to take no further action with 
regard to the states that have separated 
from Russia under the principle of. self- 
determination. 

That the Lithuanians are entitled to in- 
dependence no one questions. That they 
would be still better off as an autonomous 
state in a federal union is the judgmeat 
of many persons, both in Europe and 
America. That civilization owes a great 
debt to them for their sturdy and suc- 
cessful resistance to Peclshevism is con- 
ceded on all hands. With the Letts they 
are usually termed Balto-Slavs and form 
one of the smaller divisions of the Slav 
family of the Indo-European branch of 
the Caucasian race, the great division of 
the human family which disputes first 
Place with the Mongolian, each number- 
ing about 650,000,000. 


Enter Teutonic Knights. 


When they first came into prominence 
in the tenth century the Letts and Lithu- 
anians were living, like their descendants 
to-day, around the marshes and forests 
of the Niemen and the Dvina rivers in 
separate communities without definite 
frontiers and open to attack. The Teu- 
tonic knights, using the cross as a mask 
for the sword, hemmed them in on the 
west, while the Russians on the east in- 
vaded the country and drove the Letts 
northward and westward to the shores 
of the Baltic. Then the Letts were at- 
tacked from the west by the Germans, 
who penetrated their country in the 
eleventh century. 

First came merchants from Lubeck to 
the mouth of the Dvina in 1158. The Ger- 
mans’ pretext was to spread Christianity, 
and they formed a military order like the 
Teutonic Knights, called Brothers of the 
Sword, who converted the population by 
force. Riga was founded in 1201 and a 
bishop established his residence there, 
protesting in vain against the excesses 
of the Livonian Order, whose headquar- 
ters were at Wenden. Petty wars by 
these Brothers of the Sword followed 
with the natives, the Russians and the 
bishops of Riga, lasting more than three 
hundred years. The authority of the 
bishops was finally destroyed in 1566. The 
Letts had already been completely sub- 
jJugated. 

Finally the Russians conquered Lettonla, 
but the German barons remained and re- 
tained their feudal privileges. They re- 
fused to allow the Letts to acquire land 
and up to the outbreak of the great war 
more than two-thirds of the country was 
owned by these German barons, who 
formed less than five. per cent of the 
population, in spite of the efforts of the 
Russian government in the last century 
to alleviate conditions already mentioned. 

Despite all their hardships the Letts 
preserved their language and their na- 
tional spirit. Although the government 
offices were filled by Germans and later 
controlled by Russians, including even 
their schools, they continued to progress. 
The barons craftily ingratiated themselves 
with the Russian bureaucracy and in all 
things conducted themselves as Russians, 
many rising to high positions in the state. 
The Letts were never conquered in spirit 
and in the Russian revolution of 190 they 
proclaimed a Baltic republic, which, how- 
ever, was speedily suppressed. In the 
elections to the Duma, which was estab- 
lished later, they always were successful 
in spite of landlord influence. Now, with 
the aid of their kindred, the Lithuanians, 
they have been freed from this burden. 

Fate was much Kinder to the Lithuan- 
ians on the south. During the invasion 
begun by Genghis Khan the Ruagian tribea 
begged their protection. Their rule ex- 
tended until in the fourteenth century it 
exerciseqd authority over Polotsk, Turovsk, 
Pinsk, Vitebsk and Volhynia. In 1325 a 
treaty of defence was concluded against 
the Livonian order with Poland which) 
was very advantageous and was the first 
step to a union of the two countries. 

Complete union of Lithuania and Poland 
was accomplished finally by the vote of a 
united iDet which met at Lublin in 569, 
try and prospered exceedingly, which 
ania merged into that of Poland. The 
close of the sixteenth century and all of 
the seventeenth was filled with religous 
disturbances between Catholics and Cal- 
vinists and other dissenters from Russta 
and Germany. The Jews availed them- 
selves of the Christian rivalries to obtain 
the greater part of the trade of the coun- 
try and prospered exceedingly, which 
Was the cause in later times of the enmity 
of the common people.

days before this international cataclysm 
to keep a peace tribunal hard at work for 
months. To-day the delegates gathered 
at Paris have every conceivable territorial, 
economic, financial, racial, military and 
political issue before them—issues that 
corcern the farthest corners of the earth 
and issues that unless they are settled just 
right will create still more issues in still 
farther corners of the earth. 

Putting three hundred questions into 
chronological order alone is a task that 
has kept the cream of the world’s expert 
secretaries busy. Stutistical order and 
method are difficult enough to maintain. 
Think what disruption in accomplish- 
ment is almost unavoidable in taking up 
those topicz singly or in groups for con- 
sideration and decision. The greater part 
of the work is interrelated, and closely 
interrelated, which gives. the statesmen 
at work upon them an almost legitimate 
excuse for frequent fumbling and more 
frequent delay. 


Dominance of Minor Issues. 


I am not defending the conference's 
course of action which thus far has de- 
prived an anxious world of a treaty of 
Peace—a bit of concrete evidence of una- 
nimity and decision which might allay 
much of the justified wrath of disrupted 


States. There is little excuse for the fail- 
ure of the heads of the important dele- 
gations in failing to get together on the 
big issues—reparation, major boundary 
lines, major territorial dispostion, a policy 
toward Russia, and the like. 

There is no reason for the delay in per- 
fecting the endless details of small na- 
tionalities, determining the thousands of 
miles of new boundaries, the adjustment 
of a hundred and one instances of mis- 
placed racial minorities, the finding of an 
outlet to the sea for some tribal group 
which suddenly assumes the importance 
of a first class power in its crusade for on 
peep at the ocean which it never saw. nor 
woulc know what to do with if it got it. 

Those points go to make up the land- 
slide of obstacles barring peace, yet there 
is every reason to believe that the critics 
are right when they say the big issues 
could just as well have been cleared up 
first, with the smaller issues awaiting 
their turn. As it is now the smalier 
points, growing larger in the lump by the 
day on account of the general delay, are 
serving to clog the machinery which the 
world was once led to believe to be 
well oiled for speedy production. 

I spoke of Colonel “Hurry-up” House. 
I believe I betray no confidence when I 
say he is one of the conference's lead- 
ing exponents of directness—straightfor- 
ward, business-like directness. Not that 
Mr. Wilson lacks that attribute, but that 
he is the man who must meet and con- 
fer and talk and deliberate and cajole 
and converse and negotiate and decide, 
or not decide, and threaten and hint and 
agree, while the Colonel may just do or 
not do. Mr. Wilson is the head of the 
delegation and therefore the buffer, just 
as are the heads of the other large dele- 
gations. The least statement from the 
President has the utmost significance in 
international parleying. 


Old Time Diplomacy. 


I am told that the conversations of the 
so-called ‘‘Big Four’’~Mr. Wilson and the 
premiers of England, France and Italy— 
are the most ‘‘cagey,’’ the world has 
ever had the privilege of not hearing. 
It is as though each man were on trial 
for his life, for a nod of the head from 
one at the remark of another must de- 
note acquiescence, an acquiescence that 
might mean Germany must pay only forty 
billions or four hundred billions. 

A yes or a no, a twinkle or a frown, 
a sigh or an exclamation in that august 
all star chamber means practically every- 
thing for the world’s next hundred years 
or so. Thus the heads of the delegations, 
in which number our President stands 
are up to their necks in real, old-fash- 
ioned diplomacy, the kind which almost 
forbids the recollection or consciousness 
of the participants being human beings. 
They are truly. governments and peoples, 
transformed for the day into individual 
mouths, eyes, ears, brains, &c. 

But with the rest of the delegations we 
must, in the general, strip from them any 
such highly disposed or widely signifi- 
cant attributes. True, they occasionally 
sit in the councils where their nod means 
much to the world, but in the main they 
are “nearer the ground” most of the time. 
As for the Colonel, he is on the ground 
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Colonel was silent, but because he had to 
be silent and was told to be silent. 

But havfng seen the Colonel and having 
talked with him almost daily since the 
peace conference has been on, I feel deeply 
whatever lingering apprehension may exist 
in America regarding the Colonel's re- 
ticence and his implied secrecy. The 
Colonel speaks his mind whenever there is 
a newspaper man around whom he knows, 
most of the time, of course, not for publi- 
cation as coming from him, for the atti- 
tude adopted by the delegates of nearly al! 
the great Powers has been one of extreme 
modesty as far as their own public utter- 
ances are concerned. In that regard many 
of the delegates are rather unwillingly 
Obliged to keep still when they would 
rather see the entire conference ‘wide 
open.”’ 

It was in these conferences with the 
Colonel that the American newspaper cor- 
respondents soon began to realize the 
tremendous force he exerts in the work 
of the American delegation and in the 
work of the entire conference. In many 
ways the Colonel is ‘‘the man behind the 
gun,’ for the lack of a better expression. 
“The power behind the throne’’ might not 
please all concerned, and it might not be 
true. I would not be surprised if the 
truth about the President's favoritism for 
Colonel Honse were founded upon the 
Colonel’s absolute independence and free- 
dom of thought and word. 

Mr. Wilson has a great school of trained 
diplomatists about him, here and at home, 
but it has never been said that they suf- 
ficiently possessed the courage of their 
convictions to talk and act contrary to his 
known wishes. It has been said that the 
President’s galaxy of administrative talent 
is afraid to contradict him. Whether it is 
true I don’t believe it could be true of 
‘Colonel House, even though there may 
not be a case on record. But something 
tells me, from the day. to day impression I 
have gained, that the Colone)] would tell 
the President that His Executiveship had 
done something wrong, or would argue a 
point with him to the limit just as quickly 
as would the bitterest partisan opponent 
who might have more pique than point. 

But the Colone] isn’t in Paris to dispute 
with the President. I do not mean even 
to imply that they ever disagreed. But 
the President chose wisely when he 
selected the sagacious, energetic, farsee- 
ing, yet withal man of the plain world, 
Colonel House, for the Colonel has done 
yeoman toil in hammering out of the 
rather thin air of theory a peace treaty 
that will stand the weather. 


Master of Every Point. 


The Colonel has a plan for everything. I 
don’t care how complicated a problem may 
appear, the Colonel has a way to solve it, 
and if the truth were known he probably 
has had it ever since the armistice, or 
even since we entered the war. Even on 
the Sarre Basin wrangle, in which he 
was supposed not to be embroiled due to 
the press of countless other tasks, he was 
induced to trot out his scheme, which he 
doubtless had been carrying around for a 
month or so while the other fellows were 
warming up. 

He is no “know it all'’’—yet apparently 
he does. He is familiar with every in and 
out of the treaty and the league covenant. 
He knows the history of every controversy 
that has been raised over every point. 
It is this librarylike information on the 
territorial, economic, diplomatic or any 
kind of eccentricity of a question which 
enables him to penetrate the fog in a 
second and suggest a feasible solution. 

And I attribute most of the accomplish- 
ments recorded thus far to his active 
or his indirect assistance. I don’t care 
whether the deadlock is over the phrase- 
ology of the most important clause in the 
League of Nations covenant or the sim- 
plest detail of a minor boundary dispute in 
the black center of an unexplored con- 
tinent, the Colonel has a solution; and 
what is more important where decision 
is necessary, a reasonable solution that 
at least bears the earmarks of common 
sense. 

Colonel House is a great believer in small 
conferences. He is not a believer in secret 
diplomacy, which might be implied by his 
preference for small sessions in a great 
and numerously attended conference. But 
he is business man enough to know that 
too many cooks spoil the covenant and 
that speechmaking taketh the thinkers 
off their path. ° 

His honest, on-the-ground opinion of 
plenary sessions is too good to print. If 
the Colonel had his way I believe there 
would be a short half dozen men gathered 
around a table somewhere whipping out 
a treaty much after the fashion of a reai, 
careful thinker and writer turning out a 
successful treatise on some abstract sub- 
ject. 

But do not take the inference that this 

session would be secret. I believe, further. 
that if the above plan I have attributed 
to the Colonel were carried out he would 
have more correspondents listening to 
every word spoken than there are dele- 
gates to the present conference. 
I have no fear of contradiction, even from 
the Colonel himself, on the subject of the 
value and the imperative necessity of pub- 
licity. 


Advocate of Business Methoda. 


Above all, the Colonel is a believer in 
American common sense business nego- 
tiations. He would, I think, if he were 
in charge of this conference, lay down 
the rule of business reason, the catechism 
of common sense, and stick to it through- 
out every issue which has of late been 
inflated into the realm «of the almost 
unreal by the application of broad theory. 
His treaty might not smack of the new 
idea, the hitherto unexploited cosmic urge, 
the brotherhood of cannibals and kings, 
the self-determination of Himalyan herbs 
and the holler-than-thou mandatories for 
bashful buccaneers, but it would strike 
the fear of God into the hearts of the 
enemies of decent government and assure 
just due to those who have unjustly suf- 
fered from another's wrongs. 

His treaty would not be as dangerously 
unbalanced as that of Vienna or as harsh 
and unjust as the Bismarck treaty of 
Versailles, nor would it be as inane as 
the treaty of 1919 (or whenever it is) is 
likely to be. 

As between certain New World theories 
almost impossible of reducing to concrete 
practice and European standards that for

The lectures are designed to give 
the public a clear and comprehensive 
outline of the broad features of in- 
organic evolution in the light of recent 
research.

This year the public was given the 
views of Dr. James Henry Breasted, 
Frofessor of Egyptology and Oriental 
History at the University of Chicago, 
whose investigations and studies have 
revealed moet interesting fects con- 
cerning the life and habits of the peo- 
ples who lived in the once fertile land 


of Egypt, 4000 years before Christ. 
He told of their grain, 1000 years old-

The first part of Professor Breast- 
ed’s lecture under the auspices of the 
National Academy of Sciences took 
his audience from the Old Stone Age 
to the dawn of civilization.

After several hundred thousand 
years of the discernible human career, 
the savage European hunter of the Ice 
Age had slowly advanced through suc- 
cessive improvements of wezpons and 
tools of stone, bone, horn, ivory and 
wood, until the final retreat of the ice, 
probably some seven or eight thous- 
and years before Christ.
